In his 
charge to the jury .Itulye .Swift said that 
the statutes of Michigan make all mar- 
riages of white [•■ersons wit li ni:groe= vaiil. 
The first cjuestion to delermiuo wa.s. Is 
Jones n, negro! If he has more than one- 
quarter of Africjvn blood he is a negro, 
and the marriage unlawful. If they acted 
in good faith, believing they wrtro law- 
fully married, they are not guilty. If 
either believed the marriage lawful, tho 
verdict must bo. Not guilty. Tho jury 
returned a verdict of guiltv.
